FIFTH CRO CROP RE REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, at Edmonton, Saturday, June 
20th, 1925: ° 


Rains which have been general 
throughout the entire province dur- 
ing the past two or three weeks, have 
produced crop conditions more favor- 
able than the province has seen for 
ten years. At the presnt time, with 
the exception of districts where cut- 
worms have been active, the condition 
of the growing crop may be said to be 
very satisfactory, and indicative of a 
heavy yield. 

Since last report raing have visited 
almost every district in the province 
in varying amounts. In some districts 
the precipitation has been so heavy 
as to render the highways almost im- 
paseable. In practically all districts 
a vigorous crop growth is being wit- 
nessed, and in fact all plant growth 
is greater than has been seen for a 
number of years. The prospects may 
be said to be much better than at this 
time in 1923, because the satisfactory 
conditions are more general. 

The following reports of rain have 
been received, and these may be taken 
as fairly indicative of the precipitation 
throughout the province. The reports 
cover for the most part the first two 
weeks of June. Raymond, 2.50 inches; 
‘Peace River, good rains; Lacombe, 3 
inches since May 27; Olds, 1.79 
inches in June to date; Youngstown, 
1.07 inches in June; Vermilion, 1.75 
inches; Medicine Hat, 1 to 2 inches 
within ten days; Vegreville, 1.75 
‘inches in June; Sedgewick, 2 inches 
since last report; Lethbridge, heavy 
rains in whole district. 

Iurther reports on acreage indicate 
that the general increase in wheat 
will be from 5 to 10 per cent., while 
tie coarser grains will also show a 
slight inereasé. The hay crop will 
‘e heavy, and there is a big increase 
in corn and other fodder crops in the 
scuth. The new sugar beet crop in 
the L.c<thbridge district is doing vell. 

Several hail storms have occurred 
during the past week, but the damage 
is small thugs far. Cutworms have 
done considerable damage in the east 
cantral district and will be responsible 
for a smailer yield than otherwise 
would have been obtained. Grass- 
hoppers havea been active in the Peave 
River and Grande Prairie distri :ts, 
but are under control. 


Supplementary crop report issued 
by the Department of Agriculture, at 
Edmonton, June 23: 

Further information respecting the 
crop conditions with relation to the 
activity of cutworms and other pests 
in the province, received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture since the is- 
suance of the periodical crop report 
last week, indicates that several large 
areas in the east central portion of 
the province have suffered rather 
severely from the operations of the 
cutworm and wireworm. This infor- 
mation has been made available as a 
result of a survey just completed on 
behalf of the Department. 

In some districts it is indicated that 
the wheat yield will be less than 40 
per cent. normal, and it has been ne- 
cessary in these districts to re-seed 
with other crops, thus. reducing the 
general acreage in wheat. Districts in 
the extreme south and south-eastern 
part of the province have also been 
affected by the worms. 

The fact that large areas in these 
portions of the province have suf- 


fered from the pests, and the fact! 


also that considerable wheat-growing 
area in the south-eastern district has 
been abandoned by farmers removing 
to other areas, makes it evident that 
the general increase in wheat acreage 
in the province ié much smaller. than, 
would ordinarily have been the case.

PIANO TUNED. 


The history of man consists of little 
else than’a long series of wars inter- 
spersed with -periods - of. peaceful. de- 
velopment. It is interesting to note 
the reason for ‘this.’ What is it that 
men fight for? What are the urges, 
the? motives, which’ releays that tre 
mendous amount ‘of energy 80. neces- 
sary in war? J£ men realize™ that 
there are certain. definite things : for 
which they fight, then they’ ‘can ‘the 
more’ easily ‘avert “war,” ‘for “ifthe: 
causet are once known. then the cure 
may be effected. ; 

The defence of territory is counted 
as a just cause for war. The sanctity 
of territory is a political tenet which 
is held with the same degree of rever. 
ence with which we regard the sanc- 
tity of life. A uation mey merit, by 
virtue of provocative acts on her part, 
aggression by. another nation, yet the 
former is always conceded the privi- 
lege and right of defending her terri- 
tory. This principle is so finnly estab 
lished that even the extreme pacifista 
grant its validity. 

There arises immediately out of this 
a@ new difficulty which finds its birth 
in the paradoxical statement that “ag- 
gression is defence.” It is quite true 
that an act of aggression can usually 
be construed into an act of defence 
with a fair amount of plausibility. 
Each war is. usually preceded by a 
menace and an invasion can easily be 
termed an act of defence. Then, too, 
territory is often seized to safeguard 
a country’s, own interests. Bismarché 
demand for the surrender of Metz and 
Strasbourg is an excellent example 
of this. 

As a aide issue there is another con- 
sideration, that of a nation’s freedom 
tu choosu its own course of action 
let once a country make a habit of 
submitting to external pressure of a 
powerful neighbor in the decision of 
its national affairs then in due course 
it will be little else than a subjugate 
province to that neighbor. There is 
ample evidence of this in the Balkan 
States. Serbia’s whole  war-bitten 
existence has been due largely to her 
resistance of |Austrian interference. 

In late years commerce has come to 
feature prominently in the fostering 
of international conflicts. The ad- 
vances made in maritime trade, the 
proportions to which it has grown, 
and the total dependency of nations 
upon it for existence makes it impera- 
tive that a country possess ports, 
coaling stations and key positions 
hitherto deemed unnecesaary. Rus- 
sia’s efforts to extend her domains to 
the Black Sea; the many attempts to 
gain control of Constantinople; Po- 
land’s demand for access to the sea 
through Dantzig; Britain’s reluctance 
to relinquish her hold in Egypt; her 
acquisition of Aden; all these bear 
witness to the potency of commercial 
interests in the creation of interna- 
tional antagonism. 

he acquisitiveness of nations does 
not stop at gaining control of ports 
and key positions; they seek also 
territories with great natural wealth. 
Alsace and: Lorraine were seized for 
no other reason than this. The need 
of territory for the disposal of surplus 
population is one which may activate 
Japan into a war at any time. Can- 
ada, Australia, and thinly settled Man- 
churia are countries she has long set 
desiderate eyes upon. Japan’s sur- 
plus population must soon find some 
outlet and if some kind fortuity does 
not present a peaceful mode of immi- 
gration, Japan must, by sheer force, 
create a colony. : 

These are some of the cardinal ma- 
terial considerations which make for 
war. The tendenay is to over-esti- 
mate their potency; they are far more 
amenable to arbitration than those 
less palpable forces which influence 
the course of national action. 

Most people are inclined to dispar- 
age the tremendous part that ideals 
play in shaping human destiny. All 
men are idealists ‘but the vast ma- 
jority are unable to give coherent 
expression to their ideale and there- 
fore transpose their thoughts into 
terms of‘more tangible things. “Men 
do not wage war because it pays, nor 
will they stop because it does not 
pay.” 

One of: the ideals which men wage 
war for is that of race unity. This 
feeling of: race unity is due to blood- 
relationship and the. bond of common

Religion, as a thing to incite men 
to war has lost much of its efflicacy. 
A crusade could not be organized and 
carried through with the same zeal 
and fervor today as it was in the 
twelfth century. This is largely due 
to the increased intelligence of the 
people: there is more ‘tolerance in ‘he 
world. However, religion is not en- 
tirely a dead issue. ‘The divisien in 
Ireland was a result of religious differ- 
ences, 

One great ideal yet remains uncon- 
sidered, it is that of nationality. This 
ideal is a vague one and is a result of 
our attitude towards a multitude of 
arbitrary things—the food we eat, our 
little peculiar formalisms, our nation- 
al customs; all, and many more, con- 
tribute and consequently there is a 
perpetual shifting of the outline of 
this ideal. As a whole, however, it 
is constant. 

The people’s almost inherent prefer- 
ence for their own nationality is the 
heart and life of that nationality. No 
nation can endure with a population 
with a strictly cosmopolitan view- 
point. Every nation believes that it 
possesees the best type of civilization 
and, believing this, they will fight to 
preserve or disseminate that civiliza- 
tion. If-nationality will provoke the 
strong to aggression most assuredly 
will it. incite -the weak to defence. 
Note Germany” and Austria-Hungary 
striving for hegemony; decrepit Tur- 
key’s moribund civilization making a 
last convulsive attempt to solidify its 
loose hold, and ‘Serbia, a fledgling 
state, fighting with the energy of de- 
spair to preserve her national life. 
Nationality is not a minor cause of 
war, 

People realize that a_ civilization 
develops best in times of peace, yet 
even peace has its insidious forces 
making for war.

Editor, “The News.” 
Dear Sir:— 
The evidence upon which our 
knowledge of evolution is based is 
aa th ; ; drawn from many widely different 
iy A lines of study. I will mention only 
oa hs the most important seven, namely: 

1. The study of fossil ‘plants and 
animals. 

2. Geographic distribution of plants 
and animals. 

3. Classification, including the evi. 
dence of descent of plants and ani- 
mals from pre- existing species through 
modification. 

4. Comparative anatomy, including 
the study of similar structures in dif- 
ferent organisms, and rudiments or 
voktiges of these. 

x 5. Blood transfusion tests. 

6. Embryology, including the evi 
dence that the race history is more 
or less repeated in the development 
of the individual. 

7. Experimental 
etics). 

It is obvious that no one person can 
bave a very deep knowledge of all 
these subjects, and therefore it is not 
éurprising that most of us tail to get 
a complete view of evolution. A s'izht 
knowledge of the seventh of these 
subjects is my excuse for criticizing 
certain other contributors to your 
columns, and at the same time my 
excuse for dealing with only one or 
two pointe in such a big subject. 

In my opinion, “A Lover of Truth,” 
“Another Lover of Truth,” and “A 
Lover of Commonsense” have put for- 
ward some very interesting and worth- 
while suggestions as evidence of evo- 
lution. In general, however, they may 
be criticized for submitting some evi- 
dence which is not readily proved or 
disproved. This sort of evidence gives 
the anti-evolutionists ample opportu. 
nities for Spaire ganar In the pres- 
ent controversial stage of the subject 
it might be better to stick to easily 
proved evidence. Of this there is 
plenty. 

I should like to expreas my appre 
ciation cf the general trend of Mr. 
Sansom’s letter, but I have to take 
exception to his quotation and inter. 
‘pretation of the words of Wm. Bate- 
son. I hope to show that today our 
knowledge of evolution rests on 2 
much more solid basis than Mr. ‘San. 
som states. To understand the words 
of Mr. Bateson one must understand 

' nis position. Wm. Bateson is the 
¢ leading English geneticist. The sci- 
, ence of genetics started about the 
year 1900. Prior to that time the fact 
that evolution had occurred in the 
past had for all practical purposes 
been proved by the six lines of evi- 
dence first listed herein. The gen. 
eticists hoped to actually show new 
especies developing now under obser 
vation, and so furnish the final un- 
assailable proof of evolution by show- 
ing how it occurred. At the time of 
‘Bateson’s utterance, in 1921, their 
hopes had not been realized and hence 
his agnosticism “as to the actual mode 
and processes of evolution.” This 
statement of Bateson’s has been very 
much criticized by other scientists be- 
cause of the false impression it gave. 
As J. C. Hardwick recently expreased 
the general opinion of scientists “We 
shall always lament that writers like 
Bateson, disappointed in their rather 
extravagant expectations from Men- 
delian theories, have given the im- 
pression that evolution itself wae dis- 
credited, that is, that the fact of evo- 
lution, and not merely its mode was 
in doubt. 
But in a young science like genetics 
new discoveries are being made al- 
most daily. Bateson could not today

make the etatement that he did in 
1921. At the Carnegie Institute for 
Bxperimental Evolution, New York, 
certain types of plants, known as 
tetraploids, have spontaneously ap- 
peared in a number of species during 
recent years. C. B. Davenport, of 
that institution, one of the leading 
American geneticists, was able to say 
of these, in Science, May 22, 1625, 
that “Tetraploids in mutations meet 
all the requirements for species for- 
mation; a new assemblage of several 
characters, more or less infertile, with 
the parent species.” Here at any rate 
is definite proof of at least one way 
in which new species have arisen in 
the past and are arising today. Mr. 
Davenport's view of the religious sig- 
nificance of this is expressed as fol- 
lows: “The Creator is still at work, 
and not only the forces of Nature, but 
man himself, works with God, and is 
still further improving the earth and 
the living things which it supports.” 

H. L. Osborn, from his study of fos- 
sils, also challenged Mr. Bateson's 
agnosticism, and ag a result of further 
studies, Osborn announced in May, 
1925, that: “The mode of the origin 
of species in mammals has now been 
completely determined by paleontol- 
ogy. So far from being a mystery, 
little more needs to be done.” 

The letter of the Rev. J. B. Her- 
mann is a more difficult letter to dis- 
cuss. Obviously Mr. Hermann desires 
to know and preach the truth. He is, 
however, very greatly in error in some 
of his statements about evolution. He 
could be effectively challenged on al- 
most any point. I will, however, an- 
swer only one of his questions as it is 
perhaps the most striking one. Mr. 
Hermann asks: “How can molecules 
change according to your theory when 
it contradicts all the known laws of 
physics?” Surely Mr. Hermann must 
have heard that radium is of its own 
accord continually changing ite mole- 
cule. Furthermore, not only have the 
molecules of most of the elements 
been changed by experimental meth- 
ods during recent years but Sir Ernest 
Rutherford, at Cambridge, is now 
changing even the atoms of some of 
the lighter elements. Last month also 
from both Japan and Germany came 
reports that the heavy atom of mer- 
cury had been changed by artificial 
electrical forces. 

It ia, I think, very unfortunate that 
in Mr. Hermann’s case evolution and 
religion are in opposition. Since a 
good religion is without doubt in- 
finitely more important than a knowl- 
edge of evolution, it may be that he is 
justified under the circumstances in 
opposing evolution. The unfortunate 
thing is that if Mr. Hermann teaches 
his particular view of religion to any 
boy or girl who later studies biology, 
geology, physics, chemistry, history, 
or even religion in its widest sense, 
that boy or girl will then !find out the 
truth of evolution and, in so doing, 
may at least for a time lose his 
religion just because it is tied up with 
an anti-evolution dogma. On the other 
hand, if a boy or girl early in life 
gets a view of religion which is not 
antagonistic to evolution or any other 
fact demonstrated by science, that boy 
or girl will have a religion which will 
stand fast against all assaults. Such 
a religion is being taught today by 
many of the finest Christian ministers 
in all countries. They have ample 
religious as well aa scientific back- 
ground for their views. Many of the 
early Christians did not hold the rigid 
literal view of the Old Testament that 
some of our so-called Fundamental- 
ists do today. Neither did Christ.

Finally, may I again emphasize, ‘as 
did. Mr. Sansom, that theories dealing 
with the mode of evolution must not 
be confused with the proof of the 
fact of evolution. That evolution has 
occurred has long been to all prac- 
tical purposes proved. Darwinism, 
Lamarckianism, Vitalism, Orthogen- 
esis, and. the ‘Mutation theory are 
all theories attempting to show how 
evolution has occurred. None of them 
in itself is at present believed to be 
capable of giving a full explanation. 
Most biologists feel today that prac- 
tically all of the factors these theories 
imply have played a part, and that 
the truth concarning the mode of 
evolution lies in a combination of} 
these theories. 

Since so much interest has evident- 
ly been aroused by the evolution con- 
troversy in your columns, may I sug- 
gest, Mr. Editor, that a serles of pop- 
ular articles each dealing with one of 
the lines of proof of evolution, might} 
be of interest to your readers and | 
would make matters clearer than con- 
troversial letters. The recent book, 
“Readings in Evolution, Genetics, and

May I please have a little space 
to put forth my views on Evolution? 
I have been much interested and con- 
siderably instructed by the corre-, 
spondence published up to date, and 
now wish to say a few words myself. 

In the first place, Evolution is only 
a theory. It is not a proven fact. On 
the other hand, Fundamentalism is 
an opinion.

Is this 
not the Word of God, which the light 
of modern knowledge has made legi- 
ble and readable? Is it necessarily a) 
fact that God speaks the English lan- | 
guage?

DOMINION DAY 


Dominion Day this year finde the 
West at least in a mood of buoyant 
optimism, as the result of excellent 
crop prospects, the best almost indis- 
putably since 1915. With the prairies 
covered from end to end with fine 
healthy crops, it is natural that the 
people of the West should be inclined 
to feel that for such a country the 
future can be nothing but bright, and 
all difficulties certain to be overcome. 

It is excellent that there should be 
such a feeling of optimism, but it is 
also desirable that it should not be 
blind optimism. There are other as 
pects of our country to be considered 
besides that of the merely material 
one, however much the material as- 
pect must tend to take a very promi- 
nent place in our considerations. 

It is possible that we ought to ask 
ourselves whether our system of gov- 
ernment is following a healthy line 
of development. Sometimes it seems 
as if we are suffering from over- 
government and over-legislation, as 
if a tendency is developing for our 
governments to interfere too much 
with the everyday activities of our 
lives and to be constantly imposing 
new regulations on us or tinkering 
with agreements made in the past 
either by governments themselves or 
by individuals. It may mot be so. A 
new country, rapidly growing up in 
what was an empty waste little more 
than a generation ago, naturally needs 
to get ite institutions established and 
its daily life reduced to an orderly 
basis, and has to do so more quickly 
than an older country, which has come 
to its present position by slow and 
regular steps. In that rather hurried 
process, it is inevitable that some 
mistakes should be made and call for 
revision. Only it is something that 
needs watching, for it appears to be 
the case that stability and certainty 
in possibly imperfect institutions and 
laws are better than a feverish and 
constantly changing search for per- 
fection. 

We might also ask _ ourselves 
whether or not sincerity and straight- 
forwardness in speech are flourishing 
among us as they ought. On the one 
hand we have at all points in our pub- 
lic life constant open discussions, 
which are conducted in an orderly 
and for the most part a courteous 
fashion, and are an excellent indica- 
tion of the ability of those holding op- 
posite opinions to meet and _ state 
them without violence or bitterness. 
On the other hand we have something 
like a craze for conventions, public 
dinners, gatherings of every descrip- 
tion at which the speeches made are 
often long, tedious, and pompously 
irrelevant, and the amount of really 
useful work achieved is out of all pro- 
portion trifling compared to the time 
wasted on it. 

There are many other questions we 
might ask ourselves as to our general 
progress, such as whether the home 
life of our people is developing on 
healthy lines, and how far the average 
household is capable of spending a 
quiet evening “on its own” without 
calling in the aid of friends to make 
up bridge tables or running off to the 
moving pictures or a dance. 

All of these things are factors in 
the life of a nation, factors each of 
which has its place in determining the 
soundness or unsoundness of the na- 
tional morale, and they are worth 
consideration on occasions such as 
Dominion Day, when we are celebrat- 
ing our national birthday. One won- 
ders whether there is any significance 
to be attached to the fact that for 
every one person who on Dominion 
Day will give a thought to the history 
or the future of Canada as a nation, 
something like ten thousand or more 
will apply their minds to the local 
baseball or football matches or even 
to a free picnic and dance.

THE NOVA SCOTIA ELECTION 


The result of the Nova Scotia elec- 
tion is one of the most complete elec- 
toral reverses known in Canada. For 
the first time since Confederafion the 
province has returned a Conservative 
majority and has done so on such a 
scale as to reduce the Liberal Party 
to practical impotence. The election 
was a remarkable one in that it seems 
to have been fought almost entirely 
on the issue of the tariff, which is not 
a provincial issue at all, but a Dom- 
inion one. Further, the Liberals. ap- 
pear to have denounced the Dominion 
Government's policy freely in spite of 
the fact that that Government ia a 
Liberal one and that members of the 
Liberal Party in the Dominion House 
were taking part in the election cam- 
paign. 

At this distance it is dificult to 
estimate the cause of the startling 
change over to Conservatism. It may 
have been the result of general dis- 
content with the situation of the 
Maritime Provincee although the pro- 


vincial government may have ‘had’ lit- 
tle or no responsibility for that situ- 
ation. The prolonged and bitter 


strike in the coal industry may have |* 


played its part, and the apparently 
false report of Premier Armstrong’s 
statement as to the absence of dis- 
tress may have told and probubly did 
tell against him. 

In any event the result of the elec- 
tion will greatly encourage the Con- 
servative Party throughout Canada 
and discourage the Liberals. It may 
make the Dominion Government hesi- 
tate about bringing on a general elec- 
tion this year. It should induce Con- 
servatives in the West to wake up 
from their apathy and make ready for 
contesting the Western constituencies 
with real energy. It is clear that 
there is confusion amongst the parties 
and the electorate as to the tariff 
issue,and there is probably some sim- 
ilar confusion at any rate as to the 
freight rates question which the aver- 
age man does not understand. There 
is not, however, any confusion as to 
the complete failure of the present 
Liberal Government to reduce’ either 
taxation or national debt. There is no 
confusion as to attitude of chilly 
aloofness, verging on actual hostility 
to the Empire on the part of this gov- 
ernment. There is plenty of reason to 
suspect the Premier, Mr. MacKenzie 
King, of being more inclined to, stand 
well with the United States than with 
the Empire. There is plenty oppor- 
tunity for Conservatives to lay down 
a policy of practical detailed reform 
and to show that they are fully alive 
to the necessity for dealing promptly 
with such great questions as_ cut 
across the usual party lines, such as 
the outlet to the sea for the north 
part of Alberta and the development 
of the Vancouver route for Alberta 
grain. If vigorous, clear leadership is 
given, and Conservatives can show 
that they know how to adjust the con- 
flicting interests of East and West on 
the tariff question, and are also cap- 
able of rising above the narrow party 
spirit in other matters also, then there 
is no reason why the present Govern- 
ment should not be defeated in ‘the 
Dominion as a whole, and Conserva- 
tives further obtain at least a fair 
share of the representation of the 
West. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SHADOW 
OVER GREAT BRITAIN 


Recent telegrams from Great Bri- 
tain indicate that the industrial situa- 
tion there is causing great anxiety. It 
was thought a little while ago that 
the woret was over and that a period 
of improvement was setting in. That 
has not proved to be the case. Un- 
employment has increased rather than 
decreased, and the debates in Parlia- 
ment have shown no sign of any as- 
sured plan or even of much hope of a 
betterment of the situation. The coal 
mining industry is in a very bad con- 
dition. It is losing money steadily. 
Mines are being closed and more men 
thrown out of work, and the mass of 
discontent is thereby added to. When 
idle men are left without even hope 
of better times to come, it is inevit- 
able that they should be ready to 
listen to desperate counsels, and there 
are those waiting to give such coun- 
sels to any who will listen. A little 
while ago it seemed as if moderation 
and conciliation were gaining the 
upper hand in the British industrial 
world. Now they seem to be in immi- 
nent danger. 

Only on a great export trade can 
Great Britain flourish and support her 
present population. If other coun- 
tries become self-supporting, or if she 
is under-sold in the world’s markets 
by her competitors that export trade 
will fail and a very grave situation 
will arise. Other great nations have 
from one cause or another seen their 
commerce decay, and have had to 
adjust themselves to the new condl- 
tions. It is possible, though it is to 
be earnestly hoped that it is not the 


to bring her trade up to the point of 
providing a comfortable livelihood for 
all her people. It is possible that the 
whole balance of the world’s commer- 
cial gravity ia going to shift, is al- 
ready shifting, from Europe east and 
west, to Asia and America. If that ig 
so, can Great Britain adjust herself 
to the change without violent dis- 
turbances. It would mean the neces- 
sity for emigration on a ecale hither- 
to unknown. Can that be organized? 
It is not easy for working men, with. 
out education, or reserves of capital, 
to stand back and look at a situation 
like the present one with the de- 
tached eyes of historians. They are 
apt to say: “We are hungry. It is 
the fault of the rich. We must plun- 
der them or alter the whole commer- 
cial system.” The fact that such ac- 
tion means in the end disaster for all 
is not clear to them at the time and 
to some of them never becomes clear, 
while others realize it only dimly and 
too late. 

‘The importance of this for us. in 
Canada is obvious. Any really serious 
disturbance of social order in Great 
Britain would at once affect us here 
financially and in other ways also. A 
great emergency in Britain might lead 
to measures being taken for an influx 
of both people and capital on a very 
large scale to Canada. The last ten 
years have seen movements of peo 
plea about the world on a scale and 
at a speed almost certainly unprece- 
dented in history. Great Britain has 
weathered so many storms before that 
the probability is that this one also 
will be succesefully faced, but at the 
same time it is well for us in Canada, 


if only for our own sakes, to watch

The evacuation of Gallipoli in the 
winter of 1915 and 1916 left a great 
army of Turks free for service in any 
fighting zone and Enver Pasha at once 
began preparations for an attack on 
the Suez Canal. The Egyptians see- 
ing all the hospitals in Cairo, Alexan- 
dria and Port Said crowded with ‘sick 
and wounded from the ill-fated cam- 
paign on the peninsula, and believing 
that the British had sustained an irre- 
trievable defeat, became very restive 
and as they were not anxious to iden- 
tify themselves with what they 
thought to be a beaten side, stern 
measures were necessary in order to 
prevent them offering moral and finan- 
cial support to the oncoming Turks. 


Preliminary Operations 


Accordingly, infantry battalions 
were stationed in all the large centres 
of population while the main force 
crossed the Canal and prepared a line 
of outposts on the fringe of the ‘Sinai 
desert about fifteen miles east of the 
Suez. In February, 1916, the 29th 
Division (General Ian Hamilton’s “In- 
comparables”) were sent to France 
to ‘be followed shortly afterwards by 
the whole of the Anzac infantry. There 
were now in Egypt four Divisions, the 
40th (Lancashires), 52nd (Lowland 
Scottish), 53rd (Welsh), and the (4th 
(East Anglian); all of these were Ter- 
ritorials, while for cavalry the com- 
mander-in-chief had at his disposal the 
Imperial Yeomanry Division and the 
Australian Light Horse. These mount- 
ed troops patrolled the desert east 
of the outpost line and during March 
and April came in contact many times 
with the enemy. Light skirmishing 
was the only type of fighting indulged 
in, although on one occasion the Wor- 
cester Yeomanry rode into an am- 
bush in a thick morning mist, and 
lost nearly all their officers and a 
large number of men who were shot 
down by machine guns hidden among 
the scrub. 

Owing to the intense heat experi- 
enced in this region during the sum- 
mer months there appeared little 
likelihood of a general attack by the 
Turks, and great was the surprise 
when, towards the end of July, a large 
enemy force was observed by our 
aeroplanes to be moving steadily to 
wards our outpost line with the evi- 
dent intention of breaking through to 
the Canal to cut off communications 
with the east. On such occasions the 
advantage is always with the attack- 
ers for while they can concentrate all 
their troops on one point the defend- 
ers must be spread out along a long 
line in order that no matter where 
the enemy chooses to strike he shall 
be met by a resisting force sufficient- 
ly strong to hold him back. But here 
for once the Turkish spy system 
failed; for while their line of advance 
was closely followed by our Flying 
Corps, in spite of the fact that they 
never moved a foot by day but lay 
hidden amongst the low ecrub, and 
though they even went so far as to 
cover up their big guns as soon as 
daylight appeared, they were in com- 
plete ignorance of the strength with 
which our outposts were held. When 
their advance culminated in a deter- 
mined effort to break through our line 
on August 4th, they came under en 
filade fire from two strongly-held re- 
doubts and suffered ‘heavy casualties. 
By nightfall their ttacks' had worn 
themselves out and cavairy and in- 
fantry were sent out to cut off their 
line of retreat, with th? result that 
over nine thousand priscners were 
captured and in all more than three- 
quarters of their army of eighteen 
thousand were put ous cf action. 

On To Palestine 

Shortly before this encounter which 
is referred to in the records as the 
Battle of Romani, August 4th, 1916, 
General Sir Alexander Murray had 
Heer. appointed Commander-in-Chief in 
Egypt «n1 he determined on an ad- 
vance into the enemy country witn 
the ot ‘ect of freeing Palestine of Turk- 
ish controt and of driving the enemy 
so far from the Suez Canal that they 
could not threaten it. To send an 
army ecross a waterless desert move 
than a hundred miles in width was a 
colossal project; but h‘story affor-1:d 
a precedent, for the great Napol2on 
had marched across that very track 
when, following up his victory at the 
Battle .f the Pyramids, he tried to 
strike a fatal blow at British power 
in Palestine. 


Across the Desert by Wire 


With the coming of cooler weather 
in the Fall, engineers laid a_ wire 
road acrose the sand in order that 
infantry might march more easily. 
This wire read though simple both in 
corception and in construction, preved 
an unto. blessing to all who were 
compelled to :ely on “shanks’ pony’ 
for transpo:tat’cn. It consistec of 
two-inch mesh netting pegged down 
firmly and was wide enough for four 
men to march abreast. Whereas, in 
the soft, yielding sand, a man would 
sink well over his ankles at every 
step, he could bound along over the 
wire tu the tune of a marching song 
and cover twice the ordinary distance 
in a day. The story goes that this 
type of road was not determined on 
without considerable opposition from 
a staff officer of high position and 
influence. He had invented a sort 
of sandal which had to be attached 
to the boots and was designed to pre- 
vent sinking into the sand. But the 
theory was far sounder than the prac- 
tice for it was almost impossible to 
take half a dozen paces without knock- 
ing the eandals together with conse- 
quent stumbles and falls. One day 
the Commander-in-Chief ordered an 
inspection of troops wearing these 
sand shoes in order to convince him- 
self of thelr merits or demerits, and 
instead of appearing on parade mount- 
ed, the inventor went on foot or rather 
on eand shoes. As the G.O.C. ap- 
peared the genius sprang smartly to 
the salute in true military style but 
to his great distress the rim of one 
sav‘lal caught in the other and he 
executed a very undignified tumble 
face downwards, When last seen 
oathe and sand were issuing from be- 
tween his lips in rich profusion and 
next day the rank and file were de- 
lighted to receive the order tht “All 
sandals were to be handed in to Q.M. 
stores forthwith." 

As the troops penetrated farther in- 
to the desert their sympathies with 
Moses and the Israelites increased, 
and the thought of forty years in that 
wilderness without sight of a well, a 
tree or even a blade of grass brought 
a chilly feeling to the stoutest heart. 
The water problem was most acute, 
‘for each man was strictly HMmited to 


\2 quart 4 day for all purposes. For 


convenience in apportioning rations, 
etc, the men: usually went, together 
in threes or fours,» by which arrange- 
ment_it was-occasionally possible’ to 
save enough water for a shave or a 
wash. When four men have to shave 
in half a: pint of water there-is sure 
to be some dispute as to who shal. 
have the privilege of going first. This 
<was. usually settled by drawing lots 
or cutting cards, and quite frequently 
the last man would forego the pleas- 
ure of a smooth chin and offer his 
share of the water ‘to a-friend “to 
wash his eocks in.” For a long time 
all food, water, and ammunition had 
to be carried by camels from El! Kan- 
tara, on the Suez and as the distance 
increased, supplies grew shorter. 
Desert Life. 


It was noticed, :too, that as we 
gradually neared the outskirte of the 
Promised Land the Turkish resistance 
stiffened and a very stubborn battle 
was fought for El Arish, ‘an oasis 
about 80 miles from Kantara, where 
a tiny stream found its way to the 
Mediterranean. But it was soon dis- 
covered that the Turk did not intend 
to stay there long and in a few days 
our troops entered the village. Here 
it was possible to buy dates, oranges 
and lemons; and the inestimable 
blessing of a sea bath could be in- 
dulged in by those lucky individuals 
whose fortune happened to bring them 
within walking distance of the beach. 
Beyond El Arish the sand gradually 
Bave place’ to firmer soil, and numer. 
ous wadies (‘beds of dried-up streams) 
gave indication that at some time 
there had been no scarcity of water. 
Signs of human habitations, too, occa. 
sionally met the eyes but what for- 
lorn habitations they were! Walls 
of mud with roofs of matted grass or 
palm leaves, without ventilation of 
any kind save where a tiny opening 
allowed entrance and exit, and pc’ 
pled by timid decrepit women and 
young children whose wan faces and 
attenuated figures told a story of end- 
less struggle against hunger and dis- 
ease. And how quick these same chil- 
dren, were to discover that the new 
invaders did not greet them with the 
kick and the. lash to which they had 
srown accustomed during years of 
oppression by the Turks! Anc how 
eagerly would they plead for a biscuit 
or atin of bully beef; at first in plaint- 
ive Arabic, but in a remarkably short 
space of time by means of that mon. 
otonous appeal which seemed to he 
the only words their lips could frame: 
“Verra good Engleesh; Bucksheesh 
give it!” 

‘Continuing the march, the progres: 
of which was now noted daily by 
enemy aeroplanes, we soon passed 
Rafa where on a prominent knoll we 
saw the huge stone which marks not 
merely a frontier between two coun- 
tries but also the boundary of two 
continents, Africa and Asia. It was 
now the beginning of March and the 
grasey hills of Palestine could clearly 
be seen offering a refreshing contrast 
to the glistening sand we were leaving 
behind. Coming into full view of the 
fig and olive gardens and the newly 
planted grain fleldgs near Gaza, one 
could not help feeling that here in- 
deed was a prize worth marching for 
and fighting for; for— ; 

“Sweet fields beyond the swelling 

flood 

Stood dressed in living green, 

So to the: Jews old Canaan stood 

While Jordan rolled between.” 


Battle of Gaza 


But, alas! many of the men who 
had crossed the hundred miles of 
desert, in hopeful anticipation, were 
doomed -never to enter the Holy Land, 
for-the Turks had defended Gaza with 
all the implements and devices pecu- 
liar to modern warfare. Deep trenches 
had been dug and concealed by oceans 
of branches and cactus bushes so as 
to be quite invisible from the air. 
They commanded the line of approach 
in every direction, and when our in- 
fantny attacked up the slope, they 
were met by a murderous fire from 
rifles and machine guns. For: some 
inexplicable ‘reason the guns of our 
fleet were: silent’ although the ship: 
could have easily bombarded Gaza 
from off-shore and our casualties were 
so heavy in the fighting that ensued 
that any idea of further advance was 
for the time being abandoned. 


General Allenby Arrives 


During the period of comparative 
quiet which followed the Battle of 
Gaza, a change took place in thr 
leadership of the army. General Mur. 
ray returned to England and was suc- 
ceeded by General Allenby who came 
from France with a great reputation 
for military genius. He immediately 
reorganized the disposition of the 
army and, while leaving a force suf. 
fidient to thrdaten Gaza from the 
front, he sent the larger part to take 
up positions inland from which the 
Turkish line could be outflanked. As 
a Tesult of this strategy and of an 
intense naval bombardment, Gaza was 
captured in October with only a frac- 
tion of the loss we had sustained in 
March. 

The enemy line now began to break 
and bend in all directions, and in less 
than two weeks the whole of southern 
Palestine was in our hands. General 
Allenby divided his army into two 
main forces, one keeping near the 
coast with the object of taking Jaffa, 
and the other working through the 
Judean hills towards Jerusalem. 

In the Promised Land 

Among the places which fell early 
in the fighting: was Beer-Sheba, that 
historic old outpost which is so fre- 
quently mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment, “From Dan even unto Beer. 
Sheba,” typifying a journey as long 
and difficult as one from the north 
to the extreme south of Palestine. 
The advance from Beer-Sheba was 
over rocky hills and barren crags and 
many a desperate struggle with the 
enemy took place before the road was 
made good to Hebron, a pleasant little 
town nestling. among vineyards and 
olive gardens. ‘(Here the members of 
our battalion entered a building for 
the first time in more than a year, 
and here many of them assuaged with 
the fruit of the vine the horrible thirst 
that haunted them after their experi 
ence of.the desert. From Hebron the 
writer was ordered to proceed down 
the line to railhead, (a railway was 
being built right through Sinai from 
the Suez) in order to guide a draft. 
of reinforcements to his battalion, 
and thus had the mortification of be- 
ing absent from his regiment when 
they entered Jerusalem on December 
11th, 1917, and by capturing the Holy 
City from the infidel, completed one of 
the most spectacular and significant 
events of the-whole war. But ‘oven 
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disappointments have sometimes their 
compensations. Though ‘unable~ ‘to 
reach Jerusalem on December 11th, 
our draft marched into Bethlehem on 
December 24th, and thus-had the mem- 
orable experience: of spending Christ- 
mas eve in the most sacred spot in 
the Christian” world. But there: was 
no. star to’lead the modern adven: 
turers.. Instead, a raging storm of 
wind and rain howled through the 
lonely streets and lanes.and when we 
went to enter.a_ building for rest and 
warmth we-were told by the military 
police that all houses and buildings 
had been declared out of bounds ow- 
ing .to the unsanitary condition in 
which the Turk had left them. So, 
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Where City

wet and cold, as we were, there was > 
no .Tecourse but to bivouac on .the). 


‘open. hillside. 

In spite of being drenched and cold, 
we slept for a few hours and on 
Christmas morning prepared to re- 
sume our march. Some of the men 
sang carols or turned their thoughts 
back to that memorable morning of 
nineteen hundred years ago, but 
others, the more practical, hunted the 
hillsides for sticks to make a fire. But 
everything was so damp that it was 
impossible. So, by the irony of fate, 
we were denied even our customary 
cup of tea. However, after a repast 
of cold boiled bacon and biscuit, we 
resumed our march. In a short time 
we saw, the towers and roofs of Jeru- 
salem and late in the afternoon en- 
tered the city through one of the 
ancient gates. It was still raining 
in torrents and the battalion, after 
having their bivouacs washed away, 
were moving into a building that had 
been formerly used as a mission by 
an American society. But comfort 
and warfare are total strangers, for 
hardly had we been there long enough 
to appreciate the joy of having a 
roof over our heads when we were 
ovr the march again to meat a counter- 
atrack that the Turks were making on 
the city. In four or five days the 
attack wore itesf out, and fortifica- 
tious were built on the Mount of 
Olives so that there wis little «hanee 
of « further enemy attack meeting 
with success. Lat +r or wo had time 
to see the historic sites and buildings 
of Jerusalem, Visitine :he Churen of 
the Foly Sepulchre, the hil of Cal- 
vary and other 6avcred spots. one could 
not but experience a feeling of grati 
fication at their restoration to the 
Chrietian faith, for although modern 
soldiers do not exhibit the religiou 
ardor and devotion shown by the ol’ 
Crusaders, the spirit of those wh 
volunteered to fight for the principle: 
of Christianity during the last great 
war was not greatly different from 
that of those who engaged in the first 
wars of the Cross. 

Jerusalem Today 

As a modern city, Jerusalem would 
not pass muster, for hundreds of years 
of Turkish domination have led tc 
ruin anl decay. The streets are nar. 
row and winding, and in many placec: 
debris from fallen buildings has 
spread across the thoroughfare, mak: 
ing wheeled traffic impossible. Be 
fore the British occupation there was 
no railway other than a worn-out 
narrow gauge affair by which it was 
occasionally possible to travel to Jaffa 
on the coast, 40 miles away. The only 
water supply had to be carried down 
from the mountain springs, and on 
every side one could see girls and 
women with pitchers on their heads 
just ae in the days recorded in thc 
Bible. - 

In an article of this nature it is 
impessible to give an adequate im- 
preseion of the Holy Land, teeming 
as it does with relics of ancient his- 
tory. The guide books do ‘hat much 
better than a common foot-soldier, 
whose vision and interest were al- 
ways limited by the ever-present prob- 
lems of food, shelter, and eecurity 
from the enemy, and to whom the 
sight of a loaf of bread or a pipe of 
tobacco often brought greater joy than 
the inspection of the bones of the 
most holy saint. But the recounting 
of one or two incidents that came 
under notice may give some fittle 
insight into the lives and habits of 
the people who now tread the same 
roads and hilla ag were once hailoweca 
by the footsteps of the Founder of 
the Christian religion. 


Road-Making 


After the occupation of Jerusalem 
it became a vital necessity to improve 
the roads so that they would stand up 
against heavy transport. A local con- 
tractor agreed to find a thousand lah 
orers to break etones ‘and spread them 
over the surface. To the intense sur- 
prise of the soldiers more than three- 
quarters of these turned out to b 
women, and for weeks afterwards one 
never failed to find women and chil- 
dren busy at work breaking up the 
rock with small hammers while Rip 
Van Winkle-like men eat or lay in 
placid calm directing operations from 
the roadside. 

Moving Day in Jerusalem 


Women carrying on their heads 
huge bundles containing all their 
household goods; frail children bur- 
dened in the same way; men with no 
load at all riding on tiny donkeys and 
urging by whip and tongue the other 
members of the party to greater speed. 

A Scene At a Well 


In the occupied land, all wells were 
guarded by soldiers to prevent waat- 
age or pollution. The natives wer 
of course allowed sufficient for thei, 
needs and one day a girl of about 
18 years went to fill a large pitcher. 
So heavy was it that she tried to 
raise it onto her head in vain and an 
obliging Tommy ran to the rescue. 
Seeing him approach, she dropped 
the pitcher and ran away wailing. 
Such had been her upbringing that 
she thought he intended to strike her. 

Turkish Methods 

Hntering Jerusalem one was delight- 
ed to hear children speak good iéneg- 
lish. Many-of them had been edueat- 
ed in institutions supported hy religi- 
ous scecieties. One bright little girl 
of ten said that she had recently lost 
both father and mother. The latter 
had been compelled to go as nurse 
in a Turkish hospitgl, while the father 
after having paid his last piastre to 
avoid military service, had finally 
been conscripted into the army. 

Souvenir Sellers 


It was impossible to escape souvenir 
sellers. Thoroughly accomplished in 
the art of lying, they told their planus 
ible stories without a blush. At Bethe) 
the writer was shown a piece of wood 
that had been blackened and discol- 
ored to give it an appearance of great 
antiquity. The price asked was one 
hundred piastres (about $5.00) and 
on enquiry as to the reason for this 
the would-be vendor replied that {& 
was part of the ladder that Jacob 
saw in hie dream. 

To return to military operations, 
one must say that the fall of Jeru- 
salem was a great blow to Turkish 
prestige and to take the whole of 
Palestine now became the objective, 
of General Allenby.

Agreement. For. Hired Help on Farms 

“These ;agreements:.have been the 
source of more hard feeling . and litt. 
gation in Alberta ‘than possibly ~ any 
other form of oral contracts, Except 
to. those who have had practical -‘ex- 
perience of the matter it seems © al- 
most-—incredible how. the farmers. of 
this Province, who, asa’ body, are 
capable business men, will enter ‘into 
agreements with: their hired ” help of 
such a. hopelessly vague © character 
that when. the rights of the ‘parties 
come before the Courts to be decided, 
there is absolutely nothing in the way 
of an agreement, which can be sub- 
stantiated, with .the result that. .the 
usual outcome of a dispute between 
master and servant is an unsatisfac- 
tory decision to -both sides: 

Vague contracts of this mature are 
common, of which the following are 
typical instances: Master agrees to 
pay the man the going wages, or he 
agrees to pay him what he finds he is 
worth; or he will engage him at so 
much a month for a period, the same 
to be increased at harvest time, but no 
amount mentioned, and other equally 
vague and unsatisfactory arrange- 
ments, the result is, that when the 
parties disagree there is at once a 
clash as to what was meant. :Take the 
first illustration, “going wages,” per- 
haps the master is resident in ‘La. 
combe district and the man perhaps 
comes from the south part of the 
Province where the wages are totally 
different from the wages in this dis- 
trict, with the result the master had 
in his mind the going wages in the La. 
combe district and the man had in his 
mind the going wages, say, at Leth- 
bridge, with the result that when they 
try to come to an agreement each 
thinks the other is trying to beat him. 
Neither is dishonest possibly in their 
view, but neither can nor will see the 
other’s viewpoint for the reason that 
by this time both parties have got 
their feelings aroused by the dispute. 
How simple the matter would have 
been if at the timevof hiring, the mas- 
ter had stated the wages he was pre: 
pared to pay, the man would ther 
have known at once whether he was 
willing to accept or not, and if he was 
willing to accept, the parties would 
come to an amicable agreement, or if 
he was not satisfied with the amount, 
then the master would either have 
raised the wages or refused, and the 
parties would not have entered into 
the agreement. The same rule ap- 
plies to each and every instance. Let 
the farmer when he engages his hired 
help, have a clear cut agreement re- 
garding what the arrangement is_ to 
be, have two points at least placed 
beyond question. The amount of wag- 
es to be paid and the period for which 
the service is to be rendered. 

The period of engagements {s an- 
other source of dispute, for the reason 
a man might be engaged by the hour, 
day, week, month, season or year, if 
this is only made clear at the com- 
mencement it is going to save a lot of 
trouble. Too much stress cannot be 
really laid on this question in a 
farming locality, where practically 
every farmer at some time or other in 
the year has to engage extra help. 
Frequently the help are strangers, the 
farmer knows nothing whatever about 
them, whether they are honest or dis- 
honest and yet he takes no steps to 
protect himself. The writer has dis- 
cussed this question with dozens of 
farmers, who, needless to say, ‘have 
not consulted him until they were in 
trouble, and although the same men 
have come back year after year with 
the same trouble, they seem incapable 
of learning sense, their inevitable re- 
ply when asked why they did not pro- 
tect themselves, is they thought the 
man seemed a decent sort and they 
could trust him. Another reply is 
that if they insist upon a_ written 
agreement the hired help would not 
‘sign, it. The answer to this seems per- 
fectly clear. If the man js honest he 
has no objection to signing the con- 
tract; if he refuses to sign it he is 
dishonest and intends to tny and 
break away from his agreement if it 
suits his own convenience. 

This is surely a question which 
could be handled to advantage by the 
U.F.A., if the members of the U.F.A. 
would combine and refuse to engage 
‘| any hired help except under contracts. 


i written > contracts. |

derstanding as to the exact terms may 
lead to trouble, which cam: easily be 
remedied if at the time of entering in- 
to the agreement, the terms are reduc- 
ed ‘into writing. Forms of. leases 
which are in general use can ‘be ‘ob- 
tained and need’ very~ little. trained 
skill to fill up, but even if the parties 
do not feel that they are competent to 
prepare a document: of this nature, 
which of course is:a very much more 
difficult one to prepare than a promis- 
sory note or an-agreement as to hire 
of hired help, they can easily have it 
‘prepared ‘for a few dollars by an ex- 
pert and the expenditure of these few 
dollars will save much bitterness and 
possibly expense in the future. 

In. conclusipn it cannot ‘be too 
strongly emphasized, the importance 
of, in every case, reducing into writ- 
ing, the terms of the bargain between 
parties when misunderstanding, deat} 
or dishonesty might lead to complica 
tions, and if this rule was followed a 
very large percentage of the disputes 
which now occupy our courts and 
cause so much hard feeling through. 
out the community would be done 
away with, and as a consequence 
would lead to a better feeling through: 
out the country.

misunderstanding and litigation. Tho 
essentials required to make a valid 
contract are the fallowing: 

1, It must be dated on the day of the 
transaction, but must not be made on 
a Sunday, as this would be illegal. 

2. It must give the names of bot’ 
parties, advisable to add their address- 
es and occupations also; (3) the pur- 
pose for which the contract is being 
entered into; (4) the consideration, 
that is, the: payment to be given by 
the one party to the other for the car- 
rying out of the contract; (5) and be 
signed by both parties. It would 
also be advisable that it should ‘be 
made in duplicate so that each party 
could retain one copy. - 

There are a large number of tran- 
sactions which the law requires must 
tbe evidenced by writing, these were 
made necessary by an Act called “Stat- 
utes of Frauds,” passed in the reign 
of Charles II., but as this article does 
mot propose to deal with written con. 
tracts necessary by law, no further 
reference need be made to contracts 
of that class. There are three classes 
of transactions which it is proposed to 
deal with: 

1. Money loans other than 
secured by Mortgage. 

2. Contracts for hired farm help. 

3. Leases of land under three years. 

Money Loans 

Loang of money secured upon land 
or chattels to be of any value must be 
evidenced by Mortgage, ‘buy this 
article is dealing with those loans of a 
smaller character where one indivi- 
dual borrows a small amount from 
another without security.

of interest (if any) the loan was to 
carry. This is obviated if at the 
time the loam is made, the lender 
would obtain from the borrower his 
signature to a promissory note, this 
would once for all declare the rights 
and Habilities of the respective par- 
ties and put all question of dispute 
out of existence. Secondly, in the 
case of the death of one or both par- 
ties. We here have a case where we 
will say the borrower has died and a 
claim is made by the lender against 
the estate. The lender files his claim 
and the Administrator or Executor of 
the deceased borrower has absolutely 
no knowledge of the loan, and in fact 
frequently the deceased’s family know 
nothing of the loan and the only evi- 
dence is the word of the lender; he 
may be a complete stranger to the 
family and they naturally are very 
suspicious of a claim filed after the 
death and it may lead to considerable 
trouble, and in fact the loss of the 
money, whereas if a note had been giv- 
en the claim would be unanswerable 
and would be admitted without ques- 
tion. Little need be said of the value 
of a note or other evidence in writing

The edible 
portion of the Alberta eggs analyzed 
showed 89.7 per cent. compared with 
89.6 of the Washington egg and 86.5 
of the Chinese egg. California, in a 
previous test, had also been shown to 
be below Alberta in this respect. 


CUTTING OATS FOR HAY 

Two problems engaging the atten- 
tion of many farmers in the prairie 
provinces are adequate feed supplies 
and destruction of wild oate. These 
problems can be solved, to a great 
extent, by judicious use or oats as a 
hay crop. The production of this crop 
is well understood and the seed is 
easily obtained. It produces a large 
yield of palatable feed, the cured pro. 
duct being relished by all classes of 
stock. 

‘Early June is the time to sow for 
good results. The ordinary grain drill 
is used for seeding. The soil, at this 
time, is warm, but moisture, some- 
times, is not close toa the surface. 
Under such circumstances it is ne- 
cassary to sow about three inches 
deep. ‘Two bushels per acre is a sa- 
tisfactory tate of seeding for this pur- 
pose. Tho standard varieties, such 
as Banner, Victory or Leader, are 
much hetter than the early varieties 
for a hay crop because they produce 
a heavier yield. Land in good tilth 
nmnay be expected to produce from two 
to three tons of oat hay per acre. 

The stage of cutting influences the 
yield of the crop and the nutritive 
value and palatability of the product. 
When the only consideration is to ob- 
tain hay, the crop can be cut at any 
étage desired. Cutting at the bloom 
stage is too early because the maxi 
mum yield, with other desired fea- 
tures, is not secured. When the grain 
is in milk, the whole crop is readily 
digestible. This is the stage to cut 
when the crop is to be fed to cattle, 
as at this stage the crop compares 
favorably with other forages used as 
hay for milk cows. When the crop is 
produced for horses, it is advisable 
to cut when the majority of the ker- 
nela have reached the medium dough 
stage. No other cereal produces a 
hay of equal nutritive value to that 
of oats. 

As the crop is not sown until early 
June, two growths of wild oats can 
te destroyed before the crop is sown. 
Another is destroyed by cutting the 
hay before the wild oats are ripe. To 
make the destruction of wild oats 
more complete, a shallow plowing and 
disking of the oat-hay stubble will 
start another growth in the fall. By 
added cultivation the following spring, 
more growths of annual weeds will 
be destroyed. This land can be sown 
to barley late in May. This means 
that five crops of wild oats have been 
destroyed in two seasons with the 
land in crop. 

Cutting oats for hay has already 
proved its usefulness under prairie 
conditions, for the production of hay 
and the eradication or control of wild 
oats. While other crops and methods 
may be used under varying circum- 
stances, yet it is desired to show how 
oats can readily be ueed to solve the 
feed problem and destroy annual 
weeds.—By G. D. Matthews, assistant 
to superintendent at the Dominion ex- 
perimental farm, Indian Head, Sask. 


SUMMERING BROOD SOWS 

The summering of brood sows is 
the easiest and least expensive fea. 
ture of hog raising in the Canadian 
West. They thrive on grass pasture, 
find sufficient shelter in a bluff or be- 
hind a building and are satisfied with 
water from a slough. They do not 
become fat but if the grass is fairly 
good will maintain flesh and remain 
healthy and strong. All this applies 
whether they are bred for fall litters 
or held over for only one litter per 
year. 

‘Sows at the experimental station at 
Rosthern, Sask., are bred to farrow in 
April and early May. The pigs are 
weaned about the middle of June and 
any sows that are thin from suckling 
the pigs are continued on their regu- 
lar ration for a couple of weeks and 
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then turned out on a grass pasture. 
Sows that are in good flesh are turned 
out immediately the young pigs are 
weaned. They are provided with 
shelter either in the form of a bluff 
or a building. Water must be avail- 
able. ‘A slough is satisfactory. Some- 
times a slough dries up after the mid- 
dle of the summer and it is not noticed 
and the sows suffer. If water has to 
be supplied it is well to make a wal- 
low. A wallow is a means of cooling 
the sows in hot weather and it is a 
protection against many insects. 

If the sows are not bred for fall 
litters they can remain on good grass 
pasture till the. stubble is cleared 
after threshing in’ the fall. Hf they 
are bred for fall litters they should 
be fed a light grain ration for a few 
weeks before farrowing.—W. A. Mun- 
ro, superintendent, Dominion cxperi- 
mental station, Rosthern, Sask.

BEAUTIFYING A RAILROAD SYSTEM, 


G angers, travelling upon the railways in Canada 
find pleasure in passing through a country that 
fs new and fresh and possessing a wild, primitive 
andeur practically untarnished. But in no small 
Scares this pleasure is heightened and contributed 
to by a wonderful transformation wrought artificially 
by the lavish use of trees and flowers which have 
been planted and cultivated under the supervision of 
expert horticulturists employed for the purpose by 
the railway company. 

The most striking example of what can be effected 
by this means is to be seen along the Canadian Pa- 
eific tracks through the Prairie Provinces, according 
to an article on the subject in the April “Landscape 
Architecture” by E. L, Chicanot. 

“Along the more than three thousand miles of 
main line,” writes Mr. Chicanot, “there were naturally 
a good many men, station agents, section foremen 
ead others who were garden lovers and who, with 
the limited means at their command and to the best 
of their ability, cultivated little pieces of ground 
about the scenes of their activities. The planting of 
a little garden at a station, especially in certain bleak, 
treeless areas, was a conspicuous feature and added 
some little beauty = the surroundings. This gave to 
a higher official of the company, about thirty-five 
years ago, the idea of agar ing the work of beau- 
tifying the grounda by assisting and encouraging 
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agents and others in work of this kind. This took 
concrete form in the distribution to statlon-agents 
throughout the system of free packets of flower 
seeds. Inevitably, of course, some men did not bother, 
about them but sufficient did to produce a very, 
marked effect and make noticeably attractive those 
stations where the seed had been properly used and 
cared for. | 

“The impression was so striking that the Operat-, 
ing Department of the company proceeded to have 
small gardens laid out and planted at some of the 
principal stations and division points along the sys- 
tem. The result of this again was so impressive that, 
a specia] study was made of the whole question, and 
subsequently it wad decided to engage in the work 
thoroughly and systematically and to add an expert 
horticulturalist to the staff.” 

“The work since that time (1908) has grown tre- 
mendously, each year seeing a number of new gar-, 
dens laid out about the company’s stations until to- 
day the Canadian Pacific Railway has the largest! 
al eiea of gardens of any railway company in me 
wor 

“Now along the steel system from coast to coast, 
lies a series of fair gardens and spots of green sward : 
and often the cool and refreshing shrybbery about the |
